How the Eyeis Swept and Washed. 


For us to be able to see objects clearly 
and distinctly, it is necessary that the 
eye should be kept clean. For this pur- 
pose itis furnished with a little gland, 
from which flows a waterly flaid (tears) 
which is spread over the eye by the lid, 
and it is afterward swept off by it, and 
runs through a hole in the bone to the 
un der surface of the nose, Ww hile the warm 
air passing over it while breathing evap- 
orates it. It is remarkable that no such 
gland can be found in the eyes of fish,

| been furnished with a liquid to wash it,

whitewash preparation of chalk is called |. 


‘Paris white.” This we may buy at 
the paint store for three cents a pound, 
retail. For each sixteen pounds of Paris 


white we procure half a pound of the} 


white transparent glue, stile twenty- 
five cents, (fifty cents a pound.) The six- 
teen pounds of Paris whiteis about as 
much as a person will usein a day. It is 
prepared as follows: The glue is covered 
with cold water at night, and in the morn- 
ing 1s Care fully heated, WwW ithout scorching 
until dissolved. The Paris white is 
stirred in with hot water to give it the 
proper milk consistency for applying to 


walls, and the dissolved glue is then added 


and thoroughly mixed. It is then ap-|} 


plied with a brush like the common lime 
whitewash. Except on very dark and 
smoky walls, a single coat is sufficient.— 
It is nearly equal in brilliancy to “ zine 
white,” a far more expensive article. 


Preparing Chicken Feed. 

*oultry dough should not be made too

their food, whereas, if fed properly, they 
might live. Giving meal too wet will 
not prove fatal in the case of fowls, but 
they thrive better if the food is mixed 
stiff enough to crumble. The food is 
moistened while in the crop by secre- 
tions from glands. It next passes. a lit- 
tle at a time, inte a pouch formed by 
the expansion of a part of the pas- 
tween the crop and gizzard.—

 Smapeen 4 asa Farm Crop. 


This crop is generally profitable even 
on high priced lands near cities where it | 
is usually grown. It will bear transpor- | 
tation some distance with careful hand- 
ling, and is a crop which many farmers! 
might profitably cultivate on a small | 
ecale. It does not demand very rich | 
ground, nor as a field crop, any better! 
care than should be given to corn or po- 
tatoes. A larger average yield can be! 
got in tomatoes than in potatoes, 


The richer the ground the larger the| 
crop; but it is also a little later and the} 
price lower. A two-year-old clover sod, 
well plowed under in May, is rich enough | 
for a field crop if a little well rotted sta-| 
ble manure is put under each hill at 
planting time. There 


potatoes, excepting in harvesting and 
marketing. Tomatoes are taken to mar- 
ket in baskets bulk, and 
hence less can be carried in a wagon load 
than of potatoes. The plants should be 
started early in a hot bed and trensplant- 
ed at Jeast once, twice would be better, 
before putting into open ground.

Representatives, in General Court as-

SEcT. 1. No person shall sell, or ex- 
pose, or keep for sale, spirituous or in- 
toxicating liquors, except as authorized in 
this act: provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall apply to sales 
made by any person under any provision 
of law requiring him to sell personal prop- 
erty; or to sales of cider and of native 
wines by the makers thereof, not to be 
drunk on their premises. 

Sect. 2. Druggists and apothecaries 
may sell pure alcohol for medicinal, me- 
chanical .or chemical purposes; they may 
also sell liquors of any kind, not to be 
drunk on their premises, under a license 
of the fourth class hereinafter men- 


| tioned: provided, however, that druggists 


shall not be subject to the second clause 
of section six of this act when the sale 
is made upon the prescription of a phy- 
sician. 

Sxect. 3. Importers of liquor of foreign 
production imported under authority of 
the laws of the United States, may own,
